“The Crown Prince is a 
German citizen,” the Chan- 
cellor declared, “and as such 
is entitled to all the protevc- 
tion the Fatherland can give 
him and he will get it.

The Phaestos Disk 
What is the Phaestos disk? Ever 
since 1908, when it was found on 


‘| the site of the place of Phaestos 


in southern Crete, it has puzzled 
archaeologists. It looks much like 
a phonograph record; jt is from 
three-fifths to four-fifths of an inch 
thick and is six inches in dia- 
meter. It is made of fine clay 
and is supposed to have 
shaped during the middie Minoan 
period or approximately 1600 B. 
Cc. The disk is stamped with for- 
ty-five pictographs arranged in 
spiral form to be read, apparently, 
from the outer edge to the center. 
Four-fifths of the characters are 
entirely new. One that is excep- 
tionally puzzling—-the plumed 
head of a warrior—appears not 
less than nineteen times. At one 
time archaeologists hoped that the 
characters on the disk would prove 
to be elementary forms of the 
Phoenician alphabet. Then, the 
thought of an alphabet was dis- 
carded, and students sought to in- 
terpret the characters by regard- 
ing them as notes of music. The 
results are encouraging. Perhaps, 
some day, the disk may tell us of

FOREIGN TRADE 


Alien Competitors 
American Government Chief 
|Drop in Franc Cause of 


nusual Condition 


EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The 
ability of the French manufactur- 
ers to undersell foreign competi- 
tors in certain line@ has recently 
become increasingly pronounced. 
The pressure of this competition 
has been noticed not only in Great 
Britain but by American manufac- 
turers especially in the West In- 
dian and Latin American areas. 

This advartage, according to 
Alan G. oldsmith, chief of the 
Western vision of the Commerce 
Department, in an official report 
made public today “is a temporary 
and artificial one.” He finds it is 
a result of the drop in French ex- 
change, internal readjustment in 
the country itself not keeping pace 
with the French. As was the case 
with Germany, he asserts, the in- 
ternal purchasing power of the 
French franc is greater than ex- 
change value in the markets of 
the world. Mr. Goldsmith says: 


LEGISLATION URGED 

“The British government is be- 
ing faced with increasing pressure 
for legisiation to counteract this 
foreign competition. 

“Apparently the steady drop of 
the French franc in the middle of 
1922 has brought about a situation 
similar to that which existed in 
Germany up to the present. The 
currer.cy is depreciating more rap- 
idly than the internal] readjustment 
in“ the country itself, which can- 
not keep pace with it.

“sehiebers” or smugglers who have 
systematically “shoved” their 
money abroad. 


GREATEST OF SWINDLES 


This has been done on a scale 
unprecedented in the world’s his- 
tory and constitutes probably the 
world’s greatest swindle. Gener- 
ally it is estimated that the equi- 
valent of 30,000,000,000 gold marks 
or $7,500,000,000, mostly in cash, 
some in ether valuables, has been 
smuggled into foreign countries, 
or kept there (when the money 
was due in exchange for goods) 
since 1918. | 
And that is why, with a large 
per cent of the population under- 
nourished, with tuberculosis and

Until recently only kind thoughts 
were entertained in Germary and 
abroad for Stinnes. He has 600,000 
men working for him and he us- 
ually paid them higher wages than 
his competitors paid their labor- 
ers. But at the recent Reichstag 
investigation committee's hearings 
evidence was produced that 8tin- 
nes paid better wages because his 
paper marks cost him almost noth- 
ing. 

For years the Stinnes and oth- 
er industrial groups borrowed heav- 
ily from the Reichsbank-—the 
government. They got enormous 
credit at what at first would seem 
an enormous interest rate. They 
repaid weeks or months iater, 
making up $1 worth of marks, bor- 
rowed with about 10 cents out of 
their dollar profits. In the weeks 
or months they used the govern- 
ment money it had falleh to a 
fraction of ita dollar value of the

BUOYS HAVE MEANING 


About Forty Different Types Used 
to Guide and Warn Ships 


When you are at the seaside 
stand on the beach and look out 
to sea. You will, no doubt, notice 
a tumber of buoys bobbing up and 
down in the water. In all there are 
about forty different types, and to 
the ordinary person they all seem 
to mean the same, but if you get 
hold of an “old salt” and ask him 
for their meanings, you will he 
surprised with the host of inter- 
esting information he will give 
you. 

He will tell you that green- 
painted buoy marks a Wreck. A 
deep-water channel - {ts often 
marked by seventy or more buoys. 

Perhaps one of the most uncan- 
my sounds a person can wi to 
hear is the muffled tolling of @ bell 
buoy ona wild night when the sea 
is very rough. Stand on the shore, 
or at the end of the pier, and you 
will hear it quite distinctly, when 
the wind drops for a moment. 

Then there is the gas bell buoy. 
Highly-compressed gas is stored 
im the base of the buoy, and is 
forced up by pipes into a lantern. 
There are lenses that help to add 
brilliance to the Light, which 
flashes out its warning day and 
night until all the gas is used. The 
usual time of refilling {fs about a 
fortnight. 

There is algo an anchor buoy 
which looks like a barrel on the 
water, It is filled with cork. and 
is anchored to the sandy bed of 
the sea. This buoy is intended to 
warn ships not to cast anchdr in 
the vicinity, there being a dabie 
laid near.—[London. Tit-Bits.
